Gun Law 


Governor John A, Volpe recently

The new law, which goes into 
effect on Jan, 1, 1969, will not 
effect hunters during the coming 
hunting season, The law requires 
that any person owning or pos= 
sessing a handgun, rifle, or shotgun 
obtain an identification card, All 
persons not in one of the excluded 
categories are entitled to the ident-

Show Time 


It’s only a few days now before the first of those two 
quadrennial extravaganzas gets underway. 

As everyone knows, that’s the Republican National 
Convention opening at Miami Beach on Monday. 

Most folks won’t get very much accomplished until the 
convention ends. It’s a case.of sitting before the TV and 
watching all the nationally known personalities. 

As far as entertainment goes, the GOP will have a top- 
ranked star in Senator Everett M. Dirksen, the party 
leader. Most everyone delights in his molasses voice 
which will be heard frequently while the convention’s 
sessions are going out over the air waves. 

Then there is the excitement of the nominating speeches 
and the balloting. The massed, seldom-still assemblage 
of delegates adds lots of color. 

When the TV viewers are done with the 29th convention 
of the Republican party they will have only a short respite 
before the whole thing is repeated by the Demgcrats. 

August, 1968 will be an especially interesting month 
in this most unusual of election years. 


Travel Jams 


Traffic on Interstate Highway 93 was tied up all the way 
through Andover last Saturday afternoon following a series 
of relatively minor accidents. . 

All three lanes of the highway were lined with automo- 
biles reaching from the Merrimack River into North Read- 
ing. It was just another example of how clogged the high- 
ways are. 

Route 93 is a modern limited access highway which is 
supposed to insure an even flow of traffic, But there are 
so many automobiles on the road that even a slight acci- 
dent can pile up cars for miles. 

Transportation problems are nationwide and will prob- 
ably get worse before they get better. 

Air travelers are experiencing delays lasting for hours. 
Kennedy Airport in New York has planes stacked in the 
sky and on the ground waiting for landings or takeoffs. 
The effect of the slowdown at Kennedy is felt all over the 
nation. Planes circling airports waiting to get down use 
up tons of fuel and cost the operators millions of dollars. 
Then there is the danger of running out of gas. 

_ A plane circling a northeast field the other day was 
forced to fly off to Canada to get refueled. 

With the highways and the air lanes clogged, the govern- 
ment is now getting around to looking for a return to the 
rails for mass travel. 

Although the railroads are losing $525 million a year 
in dwindling passenger service, it is hoped that sleek new 
Turbo Trains operating at high speeds in the ‘‘Northeast 
Corridor’’ between Boston and Washington will take some 
of the strain off the highways and the airways. 

The Turbo Train, developed by United Aircraft, and the 
electrically powered Metroliner produced by the Budd Com- 
pany, are scheduled to transport hundreds of persons at 
high speeds and be as cuwfortable as aircraft. The United 
States is way behind Japan, Italy and France which have 
high-speed, smooth-riding trains all over their countries. 

Anything that can relieve the traffic congestion that this 
summer’s vacationers have experienced will be a welcome 
relief.

WATCH and WARNING are key 
words in Weather Bureau bulletins 
concerning severe weather suchas 
hurricanes and tornadoes, Know- 
ledge of the difference between the 
two can save you unnecessary 
worry - and could save your life, 

A HURRICANE or TORNADO 
WATCH means just that, Watch for 
further developments, Be prepared 
to take action, Think about how you 
will protect yourself if the storm 
hits your location, Start taking pre- 
liminary precautions, Stay tuned 
to radio or television for the latest 
Weather Bureau advice, 

A HURRICANE or TORNADO 
WARNING means that a storm is 
imminent, If a Tornado Warning 
has been issued for your area, the 
storm has been spotted and you may 
have only a matter of minutes to 
protect yourself, If a Hurricane 
Warning has been issued for your 
area, the effects of the storm will 
be felt shortly, Hurricane warn- 
ings are seldom issued more than 
24 hours in advance, 

Follow these safety rules during 
hurricane emergencies: 

Enter each hurricane season 
prepared, Recheck your supply of 
boards, tools, batteries, non- 
perishable foods, and the other 
equipment you will need when a 
hurricane strikes your community, 

When you hear the first tropical 
cyclone advisory, listen for future 
messages, this will prepare you 
for a hurricane emergency well 
in advance of the issuance of 
watches and warnings, 

When your area is covered by 
a hurricane watch, continue normal 
activities, but stay tuned to radio 


Bureau advisories, 

When your area receives a 
hurricane warning: 

Plan your time before the storm 
arrives and avoid the last-minute 
hurry which might leave you 
marooned, or unprepared, 

Keep calm until the emergency 
has ended, 

Leave low-lying areas that may 
be swept by high tides or storm 
waves, 


Moor your boat securely before 
the storm arrives, or evacuate it 
to a designated safe area, When 
your boat is moored, leave it, and 
don’t return once the wind and 
waves are up, 

Board up windows or protect 
them with storm shutters or 
tape, Danger to small windows is 
mainly from wind-driven debris, 
Larger windows may be broken by 
wind pressure, 

Secure . outdoor objects that 
might be blown away or uprooted, 
Garbage cans, garden tools, toys, 


signs, porch furniture, and anum= 


ber of other harnless items become 
missiles of destruction in hurri- 
cane winds, Anchor them or store 
them inside before the storm 
strikes, 


Store drinking water in clean 
bathtubs, jugs, bottles, and cooking 
utensils’ your town’s water supply 
may be contaminated by flooding 
or damaged by hurricane floods, 

Check your battery-powered 
equipment, Your radio may be your 
only link with the world outside 
the hurricane, and emergency 
cooking facilities, lights, and 
flashlights will be essential if 
utilities are interrupted, 


Keep your car fueled. Service 
stations may be inoperable for 
several days after the storm 
strikes, due to flooding or inter- 
rupted electrical power, 

Stay at home, if it is sturdy 
and on high ground, If it is not, 


Hurricane Season Is Now Here. 


The peak period for hurricane or ‘television fér all Weather 


move to a _ designated shel- 
ter, and stay there until the storm 
is over. 

Remain indoors during the hur- 
ricane, Travel is extremely dan- 
gerous when winds and tides are 
whipping through your area, 

Monitor the storm’s position 
through Weather Bureau ad- 
visories, 


If the calm storm center passes 
directly overhead, there will be 
a lull in the wind lasting from a 
few minutes to half an hour or 
more, Stay in a safe place unless 
emergency repairs are absolutely 
necessary, But remember, at the 
other side of the eye, the winds 
rise very rapidly to hurricane 
force, and come from the opposite 
direction, 

When the hurricane has passed: 

Seek necessary medical care 
at Red Cross disaster stations 
or hospitals. 

Stay out of disaster areas, Un- 
less you are qualified to help, 
your presence might hamper first- 
aid and rescue work, 

Drive carefully along debris- 
filled streets, Roads may be under- 
mined and may collapse under the 
weight of a car, Slides along cuts 
are also a hazard, . 

Avoid loose or dangling wires, 
and report them immediately to 
your power company or the 
nearest law enforcement officer. 

Report broken sewer or water 
mains to the water department, 

Prevent fires, Lowered water 
pressure may make fire fighting 
difficult, 

Check refrigerated food for 
spoilage if power has been off 
during the storm, 


Hurricanes moving inland can 
cause severe flooding, Persons 
should stay away from river banks 
and streams, Weather Bureau bul- 
letins and Civil Defense statements 
will furnish information on river 
flood stages.
